The  Louisiana  Outdoor  Writers 
Association  was  organized  at  a 
meeting  held  in  Baton  Rouge 
Monday  night,  February  18th.  The 
organization  stands  for  the  con- 
servation and  preservation  of  the 
natural  resources  of  Louisiana, 
and  its  membership  is  pledged  to 
carry  forward  in  every  way  at  its 
command  a  campaign  of  education 
of  the  urgent  need  of  conservation 
of  the  State's  wildlife  and  natural 
resources. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  group  to 
encourage  daily  and  weekly  news- 
papers in  Louisiana  who  do  not 
now  carry  outdoor  columns  as  fea- 
tures to  inaugurate  them  as  part 
of  the  program  for  wider  dissemi- 
nation of  the  tenets  of  conserva- 
tion in  all  of  its  phases. 

Officers  elected  at  the  organiza- 
tion meeting  were  Arthur  Van 
Pelt,  outdoor  columnist  for  the 
New  Orleans  Times  Picayune, 
President;  Walter  Cranfield,  out- 
door columnist  for  the  Baton 
Rouge  State-Times,  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Isaac  Chapman,  Director  of 
the  Division  of  Education  and 
Publicity,  Department  of  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries,  Secretary. 

A  board  of  directors  was  also 
elected  consisting  of  Bob  Scearce, 
outdoor  columnist  for  the  Baton 
Rouge  Morning  Advocate;  Paul 
Kalman,  outdoor  columnist  for  the 
New  Orleans  Item,  and  Jerry 
Breaux,  Baton  Rouge  outdoor 
writer. 

At  the  second  meeting  held  in 
New  Orleans,  March  18,  the  or- 
ganization of  the  association  was 
completed,  with  the  election  of 
Val  Flanagan,  outdoor  columnist 
for  the  New  Orleans  States  as 
Treasurer,  and  the  formal  adop- 
tion of  a  constitution  and  by-laws. 


Three  groups  of  those  connected 
with  the  dissemination  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  outdoors  are  eligible 
to  membership  in  the  organization. 
They  are  (a)  members  of  the 
press  who  write  a  column  or  ar- 
ticles for  newspapers  in  Louisiana 
and  radio  commentators  who  pre- 
sent news  of  outdoors;  (b) 
writers  for  recognized  magazines 
on  outdoor  subjects,  also  artists 
and  photographers  who  specialize 
in  the  delineation  of  the  outdoors, 
and  (c)  officials  and  members  of 
the  informational  staff  of  State 
agencies  concerned  with  outdoors 
and  recreation. 

The  Outdoor  Writers  Associa- 
tion of  America  will  hold  a  sum- 
mer meeting  in  the  Tennessee 
Valley  with  Chattanooga,  Tenn., 
as  headquarters  on  May  29,  30,  31 
and  June  1.  Six  Southern  States 
are  to  be  hosts  to  this  national 
gathering  of  outdoor  writers,  and 
the  Louisiana  Outdoor  Writers 
Association  has  accepted  an  in- 
vitation to  join  with  these  other 
states  as  co-hosts.  The  six  states 
are  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
North  Carolina,  Kentucky  and 
Mississippi.  The  Governors  of 
these  states  have  been  named 
honorary  committee  members  of 
the  arrangements  committee.  Gov- 
ernor Jimmie  H.  Davis  has  ac- 
cepted an  invitation  to  be  an 
honorary  member  of  the  host  com- 
mittee from  Louisiana. 

At  the  Tennessee  Valley  gather- 
ing of  the  Outdoor  Writers  of 
America,  each  host  state  will  be 
asked  to  stage  one  special  event. 
Louisiana  has  been  asked  to  put 
on  a  banquet  during  one  of  the 
nights  of  the  meeting,  at  which 
time  all  Louisiana  seafood  will  be 
served.  The  newly  organized  Loui- 
siana Outdoor  Writers  Association 
has  accepted  the  invitation  to  spon- 
sor this  Louisiana  dinner  at  the 
Chattanooga  convention  and  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  to 
send    supplies   of   shrimp,    oysters,  | 


and  other  Louisiana  seafood  for 
the  all-Louisiana  dinner,  which 
will  be  in  charge  of  the  Louisiana 
Outdoor  Writers  Association.  Gov- 
ernor Davis  has  endorsed  the  plan 
and  has  stated  that  he  will  make 
every  effort  to  be  present  at  the 
all-Louisiana  banquet  given  for 
the  Outdoor  Writers  of  America. 
A  well-known  chef  from  New  Or- 
leans will  go  along  to  prepare 
the  dinner. 

Fishing  Season 
Opens  April  1  in 
Southern  Sector 

After  being  closed  for  two 
months,  fishing  for  all  species  of 
game  fish,  will  be  resumed  in  the 
southern  sec' or  of  Louisiana  on 
April  1st.  The  ban  on  three  spe- 
cies of  game  fish  will  remain  in 
effect  in  26  northern  parishes  un- 
til May  3  st. 

Fishing  for  all  game  fish,  in- 
cluding the  three  species  banned 
during  the  months  of  February 
and  March,  will  be  resumed  on 
April  1st  in  the  following  38  south- 
ern parishes: 

Acadia,  Allen,  Ascension,  As- 
sumption, Avoyelles,  Beauregard, 
Calcasieu,  Cameron,  East  Baton 
Rouge,  East  Feliciana,  Evangeline, 
Iberia,  Iberville,  Jefferson,  Jeff 
Davis,  Lafayette,  Lafourche,  Liv- 
ingston, Orleans,  Plaquemines, 
Pointe  Coupee,  Rapides,  St.  Ber- 
nard, St.  Charles,  St.  Helena,  St. 
James,  St.  John,  St  Landry,  St. 
Martin,  St.  Tammany,  St.  Mary, 
Tangipahoa,  Terrebonne,  Vermil- 
ion, Vernon,  Washington,  West 
Baton   Rouge,   West  Feliciana. 

The  ban  on  black  bass,  striped 
bass  and  Crappie  (white  perch, 
speckled  perch  and  sac-a-lait)  will 
remain  in  effect  in  the  northern 
parishes  during  the  entire  month 
of   April.

Coincident  with  this  observance 
of  Wildlife  Conservation  Month  is 
the  annual  observance  of  Conser- 
vation Month  usually  held  each 
year  in  April  by  the  American 
Legion  Department  of  Louisiana. 
The  Legion  plans  speeches  and 
programs  to  take  place  during  the 
month  before  the  various  Posts  in 
the  State  on  the  subject  of  Wild- 
life  Consei-vation.

CALIFORNIA  OKAYS 
SIX  MILLION  DOLLARS 
FOR  FISH  AND  GAME 

The  California  Legislature 
recently  put  its  approval  on  a 
bill  to  appropriate  $6,000,000 
for  expansion  of  fish  and  game 
resources    in    that    state. 

The  money,  to  be  taken  from 
the  general  fund,  will  go  for  a 
comprehensive  program  of  game 
farms,  fish  hatcheries,  rearing 
ponds,  public  shooting  grounds 
and  game  areas. 

Further  emphasis  on  the  in- 
creasing importance  of  fish  and 
game  resources,  was  added  also 
recently  by  the  recommendation 
by  President  Truman  of  an  in- 
crease of  $2,000,000  in  the 
budget  of  the  United  States 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service.

SOUTHERN   KINGFISH 
Menticirrhus  americanus    (Linnaeus) 

Other  Names:  Whiting,  Shoemaker  (on  parts  of  Texas  coast), 
Carolina  Whiting,  Silver  Whiting,  Surf  Whiting,  Sand  Whiting,  Sea 
Mink. 

Range:  New  Jersey  to  Texas. 

Size:  Under  one  to  over  five  pounds  but  usually  less  than  one 
pound. 

Identification:  The  peculiar  dark,  wide,  oblique  bars  running 
from  the  middle  of  the  back,  downward  and  forward  are  distinctive. 

Description:  A  dull  silvery  fish  with  odd  dusky  bars  slanting 
forward  (see  above).  The  lateral  line  (line  roughly  horizontal  along 
midde  of  each  side)  extends  out  to  the  tip  of  the  tail  fin,  a  character- 
istic of  all  the  Sciaenid  fishes  (Sciaenid  fishes  include  our  Croakers, 
Black  Drums,  "White  Trout",  "Speckled  Trout"  and  Redfish). 

Food:  Crustacea  (especially  shrimp  and  crabs),  small  clams  and 
other  mollusks,  small  fish. 

Bait:  Shrimp  is  usual  bait  but  clams  or  small  fish  can  also  be 
used.

CHANNEL  CATFISH  OR  SPECKLED  CATFISH 
Ictalurus  Iacustris    (Walbaum) 

Other  Names:  Fiddler,  Silver  Catfish,  White  Catfish.  The  con- 
fusion among  Catfish  is  extreme  since  not  only  do  many  species  share 
common  names  but  the  same  species  have  sometimes  been  given 
several  scientific  names.  The  present  Catfish  was  formerly  known  also 
under  the  technical  name  of  Ictalurus  punctatus. 

Range:  Canada  (Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta)  to  the 
Great  Lakes,  St.  Lawrence  and  Lake  Champlain  south  in  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  to  Florida  and  the  Gulf. 

Size:  Usually  reaches  20  inches  (compare  24  inches  for  the 
Blue  Catfish,  Ictalurus  furcatus,  which  is  also  called  the  Channel 
Cat).  Runs  from  5  to  25  pounds  (compare  the  Blue  Cat  which  not 
uncommonly  has  been  recorded  at  80  pounds  and  occasionally  reaches 
125  pounds). 

Description:  A  usually  trim  Catfish,  silver  to  slate-gray  above, 
paler  below,  speckled  with  rather  small  black  spots  and  with  the  pos- 
terior dorsal  "fatty  fin"  (adipose  fin)  relatively  smaller  than  in  the 
other  common  southern  large  fork-tailed  catfish,  Channel  or  Speckled 
Catfish. 

Food:  Catfish  eat  almost  anything;  crayfish,  insects,  mussels, 
any  fish  that  they  can  catch  and,  whenever  they  can,  serve  as  not  too 
discriminating  scavengers. 

Bait:  Catfish  can  be  caught  on  just  about  any  bait  but  various 
soured  cereal  pastes  made  into  lumps  sufficiently  stiff  to  stick  on  the 
hooks  are  often  recommended  by  commercial  fishermen. 

Value:   Catfish  have  high  value  as  wholesome  and  tasty  food. 

General:  The  "big  cats"  are  familiar,  yet  at  the  same  time  para- 
doxically confusing  fish.  Everybody  knows  a  Catfish  when  he  sees  it, 


Value:  Usually  regarded  as  inferior  to  our  "Speckled  Trout"  but 
when  well  prepared  is  an  enjoyable  dish. 

General:  The  Kingfish  is  usually  called  Channel  Mullet  around 
New  Orleans  but  elsewhere  is  probably  most  commonly  called  Whiting, 
a  name  which  it  shares  with  another  Kingfish,  Menticirrhus  saxatilis. 
This  latter  is  an  Atlantic  coast  fish  which  does  not  come  into  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico.  Still  a  third  Kingfish,  which  does  enter  the  Gulf  where  it 
is  sometimes  distinguished  as  the  Surf  Whiting,  Menticirrhus  littoralil 

Kingfish  apparently  breed  in  the  Gulf  where  their  spherical  eggs, 
measuring  only  a  thirtieth  to  a  twenty-fifth  of  an  inch  across,  float 
in  the  water  and  hatch  in  about  fifty  hours  into  a  tiny,  one-tenth  inch 
long  fish  that,  because  of  the  globules  contained  in  its  "egg  sac",  float 
grotesquely  upside  down  for  a  few  days.  When  the  yolk  is  gone 
these  minute  fish  larvae  must  find  still  more  minute  food  (microscopic 
organisms)  or  die.  Young  Kingfish  at  Beaufort,  North  Carolina, 
reached  four  and  a  half  inches  in  length  in  three  months. 

All  three  kinds  of  Kingfish  made  up  in  one  recent  year  a  market 
catch  of  over  three  and  one  quarter  million  pounds. 

Kingfish  appear  to  move  shoreward  and  into  bays  during  summer 
and  fall,  particularly  seeking  sandy  shallow  waters. 

Kingfish  are  one  of  the  few  fish  that,  caught  in  shrimp  trawls, 
are  brought  in  to  market. 

Gunter,  in  the  report  of  his  comprehensive  and  able  investiga- 
tions, indicates  that  this  species  apparently  practically  all  left  the 
inshore  waters  in  January  and  February.  He  found  the  Kingfish 
to  be  least  abundant  in  Winter  and  early  Spring  in  Louisiana  inshore 
waters.  Females  with  well  developed  roe  were  taken  by  him  in  Loui- 
siana waters  during  April,  May  and  June.  It  is  evident  that  the 
spawning  season  must  be  a  long  one. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  name  "Kingfish"  is  in  other  areas 
often  exclusively  used  for  two  species  of  the  mackeral  family,  Scom- 
beromorus  cavalla  and  Scomberomorus  maculatus.  Both  of  these 
species  occur  in  Louisiana  coastal  waters  and  sportsmen  frequently 
become  badly  mixed  up  about  weight  records  since  a  King  Mackerel 
(known  as  the  Kingfish)   reaches  75  pounds. 

yet  the  scientific  study  of  them  was  and  is  so  far  from  complete  that 
it  is  not  yet  clear  whether  the  present  "Channel  Cat"  is  all  one  species 
from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  or  should  be  divided  into  two  species.  Another 
Catfish  typical  of  Louisiana  was  never  noted  by  scientists  until  just 
about  fifty  years  ago  when  Evermann  described  it  from  the  Atcha- 
falaya  (although  fishermen  had  long,  from  practical  experience,  known 
it  as  the  "Eel  Cat".)  The  younger  stages  of  Catfish  are  often  so  much 
alike  that  they  completely  stump  the  experts.  The  fact  that  fishermen 
call  the  same  Catfish  by  different  names  and  different  Catfish  by  the 
same  name  adds  to  the  puzzle. 

Catfish  are  tough-skinned  "scaleless"  fish  that,  known  nowhere 
for  their  beauty,  are  the  eagerly  sought-for  prize  of  the  hundreds  of 
fishermen  who  sit  on  a  bayou  bank  or  tend  faithfully  their  baited 
"trot-lines".  Often  the  catch  may  be  not  a  Catfish  but  a  turtle.  The 
writer  was  recently  told  by  J.  V.  McConnell,  Supervisor,  Fourth  Dis- 
trict, Dept.  of  Wild  Life  &  Fisheries,  of  Shreveport  that  some  fisher- 
men have  claim  to  have  found  that  using  turtle  meat  for  bait  dis- 
courages the  turtles  and  increases  the  Catfish  "take". 

Corn-mash  soured  over  night  or  mixed  with  spoiled  meat  forms 
many  a  lure  but  the  variety  of  Catfish  baits  invented  is  phenomenal 
and  the  character  of  some  of  them  hair-raising. 

Presently  in  this  series  will  be  provided  pictures  of  our  other 
important  Louisiana  Catfish  and  a  key  to  their  identification. 

Catfish  once  provided  an  annual  market  crop  of  fourteen  million 
pounds,  not  counting  those  that  went  into  the  fisherman's  own  frying 
pan. 

Many  including  the  writer,  regard  well-prepared  Catfish  as  a  dish 
fit  for  any  intelligent  and  experienced  epicure. 

More  than  1200  species  of  catfish  are  known  and  it  appears  that 
Louisiana  possesses  two  of  the  only  few  marine  species  of  catfishes. 
These  remarkable  animals  have  extraordinary  reproductive  habits. 
The  eggs  are  transferred  from  the  female  to  the  mouth  of  the  male 
where  they  are  hatched  and  retained  until  they  ai*e  able  to  care  for 
themselves.  Both  of  these  marine  catfish  are  well  known  to  sports- 
men under  the  name  of  Gaff  topsail  (or  four- whiskered  marine  cat) 
and  the  Hardhead  (or  six-whiskered  cat).  A  male  Gaff  top  ten  and  one- 
half  inches  long  carried  forty  offspring,  the  young  catfish  averaging 
one  and  three-fifths  inch  in  length.  Another  male  carried  in  his 
mouth  an  even  four  dozen  eggs.  During  this  period  the  male  com- 
pletely refrains  from  eating. 

These  Sea  Catfish  are  well  known  to  all  sportsmen  because  of 
the  fact  that  they  possess  three  rigid  spines  which  are  capable  of 
inflicting  extremely  painful  injuries.    The  pain,  however,  is  temporary

$239,066.54  is 
Total  Fur  Sales 
From  State  Refuge 

A  total  of  $100,410.60  was  re- 
alized from  the  final  sale  of  furs 
from  state  owned  game  preserves 
held  Thursday,  February  28th,  in 
the  Department's  warehouse  in 
New  Iberia,  according  to  announce- 
ment by  Commissioner  John  G 
Appel  of  the  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries  Department. 

Included  in  the  furs  sold,  which 
came  from  Marsh  Island,  State 
Wildlife  Refuge  and  Rockfeller 
Refuge,  were  a  total  of  72,480 
muskrats,  1,  689  mice,  546  racoon, 
5   nutria,   344   mink   and   36   otter. 

The  final  sale  was  a  combina- 
tion of  two  sales  held  at  the  same 
time.  A  total  of  13  fur  dealers 
purchased  the  pelts  which  were 
sold  in  lots  and  by  drawings,  the 
same  as  in  previous  sales. 

The  first  fur  sale  of  the  season 
held  January  4th  netted  a  total  of 
$57,602.98,  and  the  second  public 
sale,  held  January  15th,  brought  in 
$81,052.96.  Proceeds  from  the  third 
and  final  sale  netted  $100,410.60, 
making  a  grand  total  for  the  1945- 
46  season,  of  $239,066.54. 

Of  this  amount,  trappers  partici- 
pating in  the  catch  receive  65  per 
cent  and  35  percent  goes  to  the 
Fur  Refuge  Fund  of  the  Wild  Life 
and    Fisheries    Department. 

Approximate  total  fur  catch 
from  state  owned  game  preserves 
for  the  1945-46  season,  which  were 
sold  at  three  public  sales  referred 
to  above,  included  171,920  musk- 
rats;  1,755,  racoon;  991  mink;  52 
otter  and  35  nutria. 


SOUTHEASTERN  GAME  AND 
FISH  OFFICIALS  TO  DISCUSS 
MIGRATORY  REGULATIONS 

The  Southeastern  Association  of 
Game  and  Fish  Administrators  will 
meet  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  on  April 
17  and  18,  with  officials  of  the 
U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
to  discuss  proposed  changes  in  the 
migratory  regulations  for  the 
1946-47  season. 

Louisiana's  Department  of  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  will  be  repre- 
sented at  this  important  confer- 
ence by  Commissioner  John  G. 
Appel,  Major  James  Brown,  direc- 
tor of  the  Fish  and  Game  Division, 
and  J.  C.  LeBlanc,  director,  En- 
forcement Division.  Federal  of- 
ficials will  be  on  hand  to  give 
latest  reports  on  the  migratory 
waterfowl  situation. 

States  comprising  the  Southeast- 
ern Association  include  Louisiana, 
Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia, 
Florida,  Noi-th  and  South  Caro- 
lina and  Virginia. 


Inventory  of 
Wildlife  to 
Be  Undertaken 

An  inventory  of  Louisiana's 
wildlife,  which  is  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  State  that  a 
systematic  and  scientific  census  of 
wildlife  resources  has  ever  been 
undertaken,  is  now  under  way  in 
Louisiana,  having  been  inaugu- 
rated on  March  1st,  as  a  new 
Pittman-Robertson  project  of  the 
Fish  and  Game  Division. 

The  Wildlife  Inventory  is  ex- 
pected to  show  the  approximate 
population  of  various  game  spe- 
cies and  their  approximate  loca- 
tion. The  information  from  the 
inventory  will  then  be  used  for  a 
wildlife  management  program  for 
the  State.  This  inventory  will  be 
state-wide,  taking  in  each  parish. 
After  the  inventory  is  complete, 
a  management  plan  will  be  out- 
lined designed  to  develop  the 
wildlife  resources  of  each  parish 
to  its  maximum  capacity. 

This  project  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  Biologist  Lyle  S. 
St.  Amant  of  Gonzales,  who  has 
recently  been  added  to  the  staff 
of  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Game, 
after  receiving  his  discharge  with 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant  in  the  U.  S.  I 
Navy.  He  is  a  graduate  of  L.S.U., 
with  a  B.S.  degree  in  biology  and 
chemistry,  and  a  M.S.  degree  in 
zoology.  He  received  a  Ph.D.  de- 
gree in  zoology  from  Northwest- 
ern University.  He  was  employed 
as  a  Research  Biologist  by  Swift 
and  Company  in  Chicago,  and 
from  there  joined  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
where  he  was  rated  as  a  medical 
specialist.  During  his  three  years 
service  in  the  Navy  he  spent  two 
years  in  the  South  Pacific  as  sec- 
ond in  charge  of  a  special  re- 
search unit  whose  work  was  di- 
rected at  the  survey  and  control 
of   tropical    diseases.
